enemy's sole avenue of retreat. 

Down this road the Reds are hbolt- 
ing. profiting by the lange number of 
horses in their possession. The fact 
that they have these horses is said 
{o account for the comparatively small 
number of prisoners being taken by 
the Poles, Pursutng French air- 
planes, however, have prevented the 
enemy from taking with him many 
guns and much material. Up to 
date eeven Bolsheviki divisions have 
been cut to pieces and all their guns 
captured. 

me Polish right wing, advancing 
from the south, is now before the 
forts of Brest-Litovek and part of it 
has croased the Bug river in the di- 
rection of Kovel, thus provinding @ 
safeguard against flank counter-at- 
tacks.

, The world is indebted to the Chinese for 
the discovery of the value of the silkworm. 
Its product was unknowr in Rome until 
the time of JuHus Caesar, and so custly 
was the material that even the Emperor 
Aurelian refused 2 dress of this lustrous 
fabric to his einpress. Now it is nurtyred 
in many countries, and its products are 
within the reach of most people. 

Besides the several domesticated species 
Were is a wild silkworm found in Central 
America which weaves u baglike structure 
two feet im depth that hangs from trees. 
At a distance the nest resembles a huge 
matted cobweb. The insect makes no co- 
coon, but weaves the silk in layers and 
skeins around the side ofthe nest. From 
Tegucigalpa there were sent to the United 
States some years ago aix pounds of this 
silk. Here it was made Into handkerchiefs 
Not easily detected from common silk of 
equal strength and delicate texture.” 

Tlicre ig a curious silk producing spider 
in Central America, the arreda de seda, 
which may be seen hurrying alovg with a 
load of fime silk on its back from which 
trail numerous delicate filaments. 

A peculiar fact about the silkworm is 
that it is actually a domesticated insect. 
Neither the animals nor the fowts in the 
barnyard, remote as they are from the 
wild types, need so little restraint as this 
creature, which prodigiously industrious 
as it may be, has vever been able to meet 
the world’s demand for its spun product. 
As a matter of fact, the silkworm has been 
so domesticated that it would become ex- 
tinct were it not for the aid of man. Born 
into slavery, the caterpillars craw! con- 
tentedly over the narrow territory of their 
feeding trays, and though the moths have 
wings, they bave lost all desire to fly. 

This slavery of the silkworm began in 
China more than 4,500 years ago. The 
Chinese give the credit for introductng silk 
worm culture to Si-ling, the wife of the 
Emperor Hoang-ti, and fix the date at 
2,600 B.C. Forty years later the Chinese 
were cultivating the white mulberry trce 
to provide the worms with their Yavorite 
food, having a start of Europe by a little 
more than 3,000 yeara. The ancient Ro- 
mans obtained their precigua silk from Cos, 
Cos probably got its material from China 
through the Persians and Phoenicians, 

As with the culture of tea, the produc- 
tion of silk is an extremely simple ovcupa- | 
tion, especially in China. Briefly stated, 
the following are the steps through which 
the staple passes on its way to the loom: | 

About the middle of the month of April 
the eggs of the silkworm are hatched. 
When hatched the resultant little worms 
fre placed on bamboo frames, there to re- 
matin for a certain period, during which 
their diet consists of mulberry leaves cut 
into very small pieces, When the worms 
have attained greater size it becomes neces- 
sary, of course, to provide other frames 
for them, and their diet, too, is altered, 
is that they are now fed iwth leaves not so 
finely cut as before. This process is con- 
tinued until at last they are given whole 
leaves to feed upon. 

A curious circumstance in connection 
with the feeding of the worms fies in their 
varying periods of diet. For instaneé, just 
after they have been hatched the little crea- 
tures will eat for a space of five days, 
this being followed by a sleep of two days, 
Later another change comes in their feed- 
ing habits, When they awake their appe- 
tites are not eo keen, inasmuch as they 
will, generaly epeaking, eat fur four days 
only and then aleep one. 

Upon their attainment of their full size 
and strength the worms proceed with the 
spinning of their cocoons, a task that con- 
sumes from four to seven days. The apin- 
ning having been accomptished, the worm 
turns its attention to the business of strip- 
ping the cocoon, and about a week later 
each litle cultivator is ready with his silken 
harvest. The harvests of all duly gathered, 
go to make up the bales of the native Chi- 
nese tradera 

The first and foremost circumstance that 
goes to decide the quality and texture of 
the silk ifthe breed of the worm reapons- 
ible for it. Next comes the quality of tae 
leaves fed to the worker, and then comes 
the mode of feeding. Silkworms must be 
fed at regular hours, The temperature of 
the quarters wherein they have their being 
must be maintained at a certain degree, 
Above all they must be protected against 
noxious smells, whereby they are strangely 
affected. They are peculiarly eensitive in 
the pregence of etrangera, and the utmost 
care must be by the natives ip 
thelr handling of the little creatures, 

Experts declare that the greatest defect 
in the production of Chinese eilk lies in the 
primitive mode of reeling which the Celes- 
tala persist in employing. 

The biggest of all silk markets is Shang- 
hai, whence about June 1 {s sent all the 
silk spun by the worms throughout China.

A few weeks ago it did so advertise, ite 
requirements being 24 millton barrels 
With great difficulty it bas managed to 
obtain half this quantity at treble the 
earlier price, 

The oll dealers, when they found it dlf- 
ficult to dispose of their stocks, went to 
New England and persuaded many of the 
big manufacturers in that section to aban- 
don coal (which was dear and sometimes 
hard to get) and put ip oil-burning en-

Announcement Is Made by Presi- 
dent Kelley at Meeting of 
Railway Board 


Ottawa, Aug. 20-——(Canadian Press.) 
Because they believe that failure to 
do so would precipitate a general rail- 
way strike throughout Canada, the 
Canadian Railway Association has de- 
cided to recommend to Canadian 
roads the adoption of the wage sched- 


jule passed by the Chicago labor board 


of the United States. This statement 
was made by Howard G. Kelley, pre- 
sident of the Canadian Railway Asso- 
ciation, amd of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, before the Dominton Rail- 
way Commission Friday morning. An- 
nouncement of the decision of the 
Railway Association was made by Mr. 
KeNey during the progress of argu- 
ment for the railways in their appli- 
cation for increasd freigyt and pas- 
senger retes. 

The president of the Railway Asso- 
ciation read to the board a statement 
covering the advances in  raeikway 
wages since the year 1917, He stated 
that a railway wage commission had 
been appointed in the United States 
during the year 1918, which had gone 
exhaustively into the question of 
wages and made a report. This had 
resulted jn the issuance of the order 
which was known as the McAdoo 
awerd. Early in 1918 the Canadian

‘Who Got the Money? 


The Department of Trade and 
Commerce of the Dominion an- 
nounced on August 17th that on 
August 6th there was over seven 
million bushels of wheat in storage | 
in Canada. Within three weeks 
from the date given, new wheat 
of this year’s crop will be 
coming on the market. The new 
crop of United States wheat is al- 
ready arriving. The presence of 
such a large amount of old wheat 
in the country at this date fol- 
lowing a year of light crop in 
Canada and ‘starvation in Europe 
is at least remarkable. The more} 
so that Canada had during the) 
previous year enjoyed the ad. 
vantages of ‘‘national marketing”’ 
by the Wheat Board. 

The presence of such a large) 
supply of wheat in Canada s0| 
shortly before the New crop comes) 
on the market of necessity has a 
depressing effect on the price of 
the new crop, and accounts in| 
some measure for the fall in price 
which occurred in early August. 
If the purpose, of the wheat board 
was to get the best possible price 
for the farmer the proper course 
would seem to have been to sell 
when the market was at its height, 

because of the overseas and 
Jnited States demand, and before 
he new crop was in sight. That 
that was not done is obvious. The 
nly possible conclusion is that the 
vheat board did not conceive it! 
to be its duty to protect the 
¥armer’s price for his crop. 

On the other hand, was it the 
business of the board to protect! 
he interests of the Canadian con- 
sumer? For the first four montha 
of the crop year the price to Can- 
adian millers was $2.30 per bushel, | 
and the price of flour was fixed 
on that basis. For the next four 


for the last four at $3.10. The 
total wheat crop was estimated at 
150 million bushels. The total 
consumption ef Canada in a year 
is estimated, at 40 million bushels, 
If it was not the business of the 
wheat board to protect the pro- 
ducer surely it was to protect the 
consumer. If the first 40 million 
bushels of the cron had been sold 
to the mills at $2.30 and held for} 
Canadian consumption as it could! 
have been, at a price based on 
that figure a serious dent would 
have been made in the cost of liv- 
ing. Then if the 110 millions re- 
maining had been sold at the best 
prices of the Minneapolis market 
both the consumers and the farm- 
ers of Canada would have been 
gainers. As it has been, the con- 
sumers have paid the high price 
and the farmers have had to take 
the low price. 

What was the real purpose of | 
the board remains a mystery. H.! 
W. Wood when questioned for in- | 
formation likened their operations | 
to those of men sitting into a card 
game.

As the argument on the applica- 
tion of the railways for increased 
rates progresses the syupen dens 
importance of the question to the 
welfare and progress of the coun- | 
try develops. An estimate of the in- 
creased cost to the country of the 
increased rates places the figure at 
125 million dollars a year. That is 
about the amount of the national 
revenue for the years before the 
war. The national taxation cannot 
be doubled without a serious dis- 
condi- 
tions. How serious, the arguments 
for exceptional treatment of cer- 
tain important, and indeed basic, 
industries discloses, It is universal- 
ly admitted that there must be an 
increase of rates if the railways 
are to stay in business. The only 
plea being made is for special con- 


|sideration for special industries. 


Now that the inevitable charac- 
ter of the increase of rates is re- 
cognized and the disarrangement 
that this increase must cause to| 
the industrial and business life of 
the country, the public mind is 
naturally turned back to the cause 
of the demand for increased rates; 
namely the demands of the railway 
employees for increased wages, al- 
ready conceded. This turn of 
public attention has caused the or- 
ganized trainmen to publish their| 


alibi, as conveyed in a Toronto dis- | 
patch of Aug. 18. The official| 
statement issued by the executives | 
of the unions covers four points. 
The explanations are no doubt cor. 
rect as to fact, bit are technical, 
and therefore their full bearing on| 
the question at issue is not under- 
stood by the ordinary reader. In|} 
any case they are matters of detail | 
and do not affect the principle that | 
a large and general increase in the 
wages of railway men has been 
made, sufficient to put the rail- 


. 


corresponding increases in rates. 

It may be that the railways are 
asking increases greater than are | 
necessary to meet the increased, 
wages. The railway commission, 
exists for the purpose of deciding 
that question. After hearing all the 
evidence from all sides—as an out- 
sider cannot — the commission, 
it is to be expected, will 
render a right decision. Whatever | 
that decision is, the railway men 
must take full responsibility for 
having by their demands caused 
the question to be opened. 

Railway transportation is the! 
outgrowth of progressive civiliza- 
tion. It has become a first neces- 
sity of the condition which created 
it. The civilized world existed for 
thousands of years without rail- 
roads. But the civilization of today 
is built by and is dependent upon 
them. Railway transportation is an 
essential to life today—-as much so 
as food, fuel, clothing or shelter: 
for without railway transportation 
these necessities could not be 
reached by a vast proportion of 
the people. 

The men employed in railway 
work are necessarily of a high or. 
der of intelligence, of absolute re- 
liability, and of good physique. 
Besides theirs is a risky calling. 
Sach men are entitled to good pay. 
To wages and conditions above the 
ordinary. That has always been | 
their standing as compared with 
other classes of employment. By 
reason of the public service char- 
acter of the work in which they | 
were engaged they were able from | 
time to time, by united action, to 
enforce their demands for higher 
wages or better conditions upon 
the railway companies. They were 
able to increase their lead over} 
other classes of employment so that} 
at the date of the McAdoo award |! 
they were in fact the aristocrats of | 
labor—as by reason of all the fac- 


| tors in the case they were entitled | 


to be. | 
By the McAdoo award and'still

MOTOR OVER-PRODUCTION 
Toronto ‘Mail and Empire. 

During the war boom, the motor 
business in the-United States was buik 
up until it was rated as the fifth busi- 
ness én the coumry. The output of 
cars t2 1919 was about 2,300,000, or 
nearly 40 per cent. of the total num- 
ber in use. Odviously, production can- 
not confinu@ at that rate. 
there 4s an average of one autoinobile 
for every three families, and tho high 
cost of operation and repairs makes 
even that average difficult to keep up. 

The rapid ‘curtailment of public 
spending in the United States has hit 
many unesential lines — fine textiles 
and other wearing apparel, furnishings 
of the more elaborate sort, and auto- 
mobiles. Some of (the motor companies 
are carrying immense stocks of high 
cost materials, and a falling off in 
markets would create difficulties for 
them. But the American motor com- 
panies count on the fact that_only ut- 
ter inability to pay for an automobile 
wll induce those who “have the habit" 
to give it up. In New Zealand gaso- 
line at 90 cents a gallon has not re- 
duced motoring, but New Zealand has 
not made the motor car an ordmary 
worker’s convenience. The most pow- 
erful factor in reducing motor car 
sales will, however, be Mmitation on 
credit therefor. Bven the American 
banks, which have looked kindly on 
loans to automobile companies of the 
better type, are being compelled by 
money stringency to close down on 
credits. The used car market is any- 
thing but lively. These are but natura] 
reactions from an excess of automo- 
bile buying. When factory workers go 
to and from labor in thelr own cars, 
a de luxe condition of induetry has 
arrived, from which anv change must 
be downward, Car prices may not 
come down, until cheeper materials 
are available, but reduction may 
have to be lessened, and used cars 
will cheapen.

FIND NOTE 4,000 YEARS OLD 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20.—An unpaid 


note for four shekels in silver, bearing 40 
per cent anual interest for nearly four 
thousand years, recently was found among 
the clay tablets ot the University of Penn- 
sylvania Museum by Dr. Leon Legrain. 
The note was given by a man named Bur- 
Mama to I! Sinuutum in October, 19€2 B.C, 
the “year in which King Rim Sin oceupied 
the town of ur-Damigilisha.” 

There were four witnesses to the note. 
Instead of signatures the witnesses placed 
their seals on the document and were not 
Mable for payment unless it was shown 
they knew the character of Bur-Mama was 
bad when they swore it was good. 

Although comparisons are difficult, Dr. 
Legrain said, a shekel of silver at the time 
the note was made was equal to about $100 
at the present time.

Declares Prehistoric | 


Texan Texans Were Cannibals | 
¢—_—_ —_—_____—_+ 


That In an age long past a race of can- 
nibals inhabited the greater part of the 
region now embraced in the state of Texas 
is shown by anthropological discoveries 
made recently by Dr. J. Walter Fewkes, 
head of the bureau of ethnology of the 
Smithsonian institution, and J. E. Pearce, 
Professor of anthropology at the Uptver- 
a@ity of Texas. These early ard prehistoric 
¢nbabitants lived a nomad-like existence. 
roaming from one part of the wilderness 
to another and killing, with rude stone 
weapons, members of their owt’ race for 
food. In discussing the resulta of re- 
e#earch work made by him and Dr. Fewkes, 
Professor Pearce said: 

“The life history of these people has 
been read from the records they left io 
their burned rock mounds of kitchen mid- 
dens. ‘These mounds are piles of Drexes | 
and charred bits of limestone three or 
four feet high and sometimes as log as 
one hundred feet. They are made up of 
the kitchen refuse of these prehistorte peo- | 
ples who had regular camp sites at fre- | 
quent intervalg along the Kdwards Piateau, 
extenditg from Austin westward to New 
Mexican 

‘We know these people were cannibals 
for among fhe refuse heaps have beet | 
found human bones split apart in order | 
to get at the marrow.

pound, after the nuts had been awarded 
first prize for eise and quality. The an- 
nual yield of the tree ranges from eight 
hundred to twelve hundred pounds. While 
there is no meons of knowing how old the 
tree is, it was in a etate of production 
when the first white settlers came.
